The Office of Information, United States Department of 
Agriculture, has just issued the following announcement: 


“ Farm ers are urged by the United States D ep artm en t of 
Agriculture to place orders at once for fertilizer needed tor fall 
wheat. 
It is very important, according to W . W . Mein, Assist- 
ant of the Secretary of Agriculture in charge of the licensing of 
fertilizer concerns under the Food Control Act, that dealers and 
manufacturers know farmers’ needs as soon as possible, so that 
orders can be combined and car space used to the best advant­ 
age. 
Transportation difficulties require that freight cars be 
loaded to their rated capacity. 
Delay in ordering, it is said, 
may result in a repetition of last spring’s experience when many 
farmers failed to receive their mixed fertilizer and acid phos­ 
phate until after planting time.”
